La ilaha illa'llah to the number of our sins so that they are forgiven, 

La ilaha illa'llah to the number of blinking of eyes, 

La ilaha illa'llah to the amount of that which has been and that which will be, 

La ilaha illa'llah exalted is He above that which people worship alongside Him 
La ilaha illa'llah (this is) better than that which they amass (of worldly things), 

La ilaha illa'llah in the night when it darkens, 

La ilaha illa'llah in the morning when it breathes, 

La ilaha illa'llah the number of winds that blow in the desert and the number of rocks, 

La ilaha illa'llah from this day to the day on which the Trumpet is blown, 

La ilaha illa'llah to the number of all created things, 

1 What is meant by this is: "I present this as a defence from the evil of any of the things mentioned and 
seeking all the good that is contained in them," and Allah knows best. This is only read at the beginning of 
the dhikr, what is after it is to be read ten times. 
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La ilaha illa'llah from this day to the Day of Recompense. 


This is to be read ten times and at the end finish with:
